IN Obedience to an Order of reference from the Metin 97 
the Eighth of May 1650, this Committee do humbly certify, that we 
have taken into Conſideration the Order, with the Petition of the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and. Commonalty of the City and Suburbs of 
Dureſme, in reference to the deſires and Repreſentations of the 
Gentlemen and F tesbolders of the County of 3 to K Parli- 
ment. 

We find, chat the whole Scite of the Buildings at Duran. chant 
ſiſting of the Manſion-houſes and Buildings of the late Dean, and 
Prebendaries, and other Officers, belonging to the late Cathedral 
Church of Durgſine, called the College, contains about Six Acres: 
That the moſt of the Buildings are not inhabited, and no Rent paid 
for them; the Improvement of the Scite and Soil to be Thirteen 
Pounds Seven Shilling s and Eight-pence per Annum; the Materials 
of the Houſes and Buildings valued in the Survey at Two Thouſand 
Four Hundred and Fifty Pounds: That the College is conceived to | 
be ſituate in a pleaſant Place, and healthful Air: and where is Plenty 
of Proviſions: That the Place is far remote from either Unive 3 
and. the Buildings to be demoliſhed ſuppoſed not to reach near the

that are upon the ſame, over and above the Scite and Buildings 4. 
Dureſme, called the College; and, if they ſhall find, that the Security 
is not ſufficient, as aforeſaid, chen to conſider how the Security may 
be ſupplied, by ſome Delinquent s Eſtate, or otherwiſe; and the 
ſaid Scite and Buildings may be ſettled to the Uſes and Intents in 
this Report; and report the ſame to the Houſe: ¶ And that the 
Contractors, Truſtees, and other Officers for Sale of Dean and Chap- 
ters Lands, do forbear to contract for the Sale of the Scite and 
Buildings of Durham, called the College, or to make any Conveyance 
thereof, or of any Part thereof, until the Parliament take farther 
Order. * 

The humble Petition of Dr. Thomas Morton late Biſhop of Durham 
was this day read. 


Reſolved,” That, out of the Arrears of the Revenue of the late 


Biſhoprick of Dure/me (not within the additional Act for providing 
Maintenance for Preaching Miniſters, and other pious Uſes) which 
are concealed, and not paid in to the State, and ſhall be diſcovered 
unto the Commiſſioners for Com pounding Oc. which did incurr, 
and grow due, before the Lands of the Biſhops were veſted in the 
Truſtees, the Sum of Fourteen hundred Pounds ſhall be paid unto 
Dr. Thomas Moreton late Biſhop of Dire/ſme: And that the ſaid 
Commiſſioners do take a ſpeedy Courſe for the bringing in of ſuch 
Arrears, and for Payment of the ſaid Fourteen hundred Pounds 
accordingly: And that the Acquittance and Acquuttances of the 
ſaid Dr. Thomas Moreton, or his Aſſignee or Aſſignees, ſhall be a 
ſufficient Diſcharge to the Treaſurers, or ſuch other Perſons, as 

ſhall pay the ſame. p. 590. 
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
